1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114.

2. In light of applicant's preliminary amendments(submitted 5/25/2005) to the claims in 
response to the interview held 5/24/2005 and in view of the below examiner's amendment, 
Claims 1, 12, 13, 20, 21, and 26-30 are now allowable. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

A. Please cancel the presently withdrawn claims, 22-25 drawn to non-elected subject matter. 

B. Amend Claim 1 as follows: 

1 . A method of correlating an FcoRI induced function of intracellular calcium flux 
or interleukin-6 release or TNFa release of a cell in a host expressing FcoRI with an FcoRI 
amino acid sequence, said method comprising: 
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identifying said FcoRI genotype of said cell at nucleotide 844 corresponding to an amino 
acid sequence codon 248 [of said cell] as being [either] glycine [or serine]; 

quantifying said FcoRI induced function by said cell expressing FcaRI; and 
comparing FcoRI induced function by said cell and FcoRI induced function by a second 
cell, said second cell expressing a second FcoRI genotype at nucleotide 844 that corresponds [to 
an alternate] to serine at said amino acid sequence codon 248, wherein the FcaRI induced 
function of intracellular calcium flux or interleukin-6 release or TNFo: release of the cell in the 
host expressing FcoRI correlates with the FcoRI amino acid sequence codon 248. 



THE FOLLOWING IS AN EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR 

ALLOWANCE: 

4. The present invention is found to be allowable subject matter as its presentation of a 
method of correlating an FcoRI induced function of intracellular calcium flux or interleukin-6 
release or TNFo; release of a cell in a host expressing the polymorphic variant including a glycine 
at the amino acid of position 248, represents a contribution of the prior art that teaches neither 
this polymorphic variant of FcoRI or any polymorphic variant of FcoRI that has an induced 
function of intracellular calcium flux or interleukin-6 release or TNFtx release. 

The closest prior art is represented in Morton et al. Immunogenetics (1996) 43: 246-247 
that teaches alternatively spliced forms of the human myeloid Fcalpha receptor in neutrophils, 
but not the claimed polymorphic variant nor do they teach an induced function of intracellular 
calcium flux or interleukin-6 release or TNFo: release.
